During the meeting, the current letter being sent 
to all patriots throughout the country was discussed and 
there was also a discussion on future letters. The next 
letter will show "proof" that KENNEDY is a tool of the 
United Nations and that the Armed Forces of the United 
States are under the control of the Russian general through 
agreement with the United Nations. .

All sessions of the convention were 
well attended and it was observed that the convention hall 
was not large enough to hold all of the individuals at the 
same time. 


The COF* with headquarters in Omaha , Nebra ska , 
has for approximately twelve years held an annual convention 
at various locations throughout the United States. The 
leadership of the COF has remained basically the same 5 
however, the officers have changed during the twelve year 
period. All arrangements and preparations for the New 
Orleans convention were handled by the officers and 
leaders of the COF.

During the course of the convention, MIETEER 
and an unknown individual were observed asking a tape 
recording of the entire convention, and it is understood - 
through conversation with MILTEER that the tape recordings 
will be available for purchase at a later date. 

The source noted he has been a member of the CFS 
since the latter part of 1962 and this organization has 
state chairmen in 36 states, who act as coordinators 
within their respective states for the CFS. The CFS 
program involves the distribution of literature through 
the coordinators mentioned above to all Federal and state 
legislators, as well as governors of states and interested 
individuals in civilian life. The CFS maintains a secret 
fund, which is being obtained through contribution®, 
membership dues and fees, at Well as requests for money 
throughout the State of Florida and 35 other states. Their 
program includes associating themselves with the COF

MM T-l, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised that Major ARCH ROBERTS, United States 
Army Reserve, gave a speech at the Town House Motor Hotel, 
at West Palm Beach, Florida, on,the evening of May 1, ,19,63 . 

; r/v This speech was under the sponsorship of the 
Councillor Statehood ,and also on the program was an Attorney 
ARTHURj^BONE of Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, who spoke on the 
Constitution of the United States and various Supreme Court 
decisions. MARY DAVISON, the leader of the Council for 
Statehood, was also on this program, and she in turn intro- 
duced Major ARCH ROBERTS. 


ROBERTS spoke at length on the United Nations 
and how the United Nations was controlling the United States. 
He indicated that treason was being committed against the 
United States by various members of the State Department 
and further stated we do not have a federal government but a 
government under the leadership of the United Nations, and 
that it would be necessary at some future date to stop 
these people in the United Nations. 



It was noted that no tickets were sold as previously 
planned, but instead, a collection was taken up. According 
to MARY DAVISON, this was done to eliminate the tax problem.

JACKSON of the Jonathan Dickinson Chapter of the Daughte rs 
of the American Revolution, and a companion, 


alleged that several teachers at the Palm Beach 
Junior College were guilty of subversive teachings, which 
apparently resulted over criticism of essay on Americanism 
written by a Junior College student. Mrs. JACKSON also 
leveled a blanket accusation of subversive teachings of 
the United Nations,, a controversial subject, and world 
government by the Palm Beach Junior College staff. 

The "Palm Beach Post," a daily newspaper in West 
Palm Beach, Florida, April 18, 1963, put in an article 
captioned, "Palm Beach Junior College Teachers Cleared of 
Charges . " 

This article went on to say that the "subversive 
teachings" charges heard by the Palm Beach County Board of 
Public Instruction on April 17, 1963, resulted in not a 
single accusing witness appearing to substantiate the 
charges made at a previous meeting. Those who failed to 
appear and substantiate their charges were the following:

Mrs^fOAVISON stated that she attended ; the.... v .cgnf er ence 
of the Congp^ss For Freedom, Inc;, in New Orleans iana ;,^ 
during the Sirst week of April, 1963, and that she represen- 
ted her organization known as the C©.unciJ.„#Qr._ Statehood. She 
said that the aims- and object ives of her organization, as well 
as those of the Congress For Freedom, are to acquaint the people 
of the sovereign states, through correspondence, that their 
constitutional rights are being taken away by Federal Agencies.

This correspondence is prepared and sent by her group 
to representatives in the various states who in turn furnish 
the information to influential persons, including Senators 
and Representatives. It is her hope that through this means 
there will develop an interest in the preservation of these 
rights with an ultimate goal of having a constitutional con- 
vention called in the future. She stated there has not been a , 
constitutional convention for nearly 200 years and it seems 
necessary that the Constitution be reviewed and the indivi- 
dual states are permitted to assume their rightful function 
in the United States Government.

Mrs. DAVISON remarked that in her opinion the 
United Nations is in violation of the Constitution and she 
believes she has factual proof to back up this opinion. 

Mrs. DAVISON stated that with regard to her organi- 
zation, "Council For Statehood," two resolutions were passed 
when the organization's first formed in the fall of 1962s 

(1) prohibiting speaking against the Jews and 

(2) prohibiting the mention or discussion of any 
acts of violence in any form whatever. 

She said that she will have nothing to do with 
anyone who advocates or suggests any form of violence. She 
stated that if the present plans to arouse interest in a con- 
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stitutional contention fall, the people in the various states 
will just have to give up. She added that there is no other 
possible action to take and any violent action would be 
completely out of the question. 

Mrs. DAVISON divulged that her organization locally 
consists of about 20 persons who assist her in sending, out 
her correspondence to the Council For Statehood representatives 
in various states. 

Mrs. DAVISON stated that she Is competent to say 
that all members of her local group are good citizens, none 
of whom believe in any acts of violence and all know full 
well that this is not the answer under any circumstances. 

Mrs. DAVISON concluded by saying that she knows 
ib® one, either in the 'Council For Statehood," or otherwise 
who advocate assassinations or acts of violence of any kind 
in resolving differences with Federal Agencies. She added 
that in her opinion. South Florida Is less in favor of any 
acts of violence now than at any time in her memory.
